Newspaper ('orrespoiideiits iii Manila 
Head With Otis. 


A CHANGE WANTED. 


Ikey Claim tho T ruth Is Not Told of 
tho Events in tho Philippine* 
to the 
I'eoplo of the 
United States. 


Manila, Ju ly It, via Hong Kong, July 
17. -T he constantly increasing strict­ 
ness of censorship on press dispatches 
from M anila, which have prevented the 
cabling to the U nited States of anything 
that did not reflect the official views of 
im portant events, this condition has re­ 
sulted in an united effort on the part 
of correspondents here to secure an 
abatem ent of the rigor of censorship. 
The initiative in this direction was tak­ 
en a m onth ago and resulted in the fram ­ 
ing of a statem ent which was presented 
on Sunday, July 9. to Major General 
Otis, comm anding the m ilitary forces 
of the U nited States in the Philippine 
islands, w ith the request of permission to 
telegraph it to the United States. The cor­ 
respondents ask th at they be allowed to 
cable their respective papers all the 
facts and different phases of events as 
they transpired here. 
Correspondents 
had two long interviews w ith General 
Otis in the course of wffich they com­ 
plained of the evident purpose of cen­ 
sorship was not to keep information 
from the enemy, b a t to keep from the 
pnblic knowledge of the real condition of 
affairs here. 
It was also asserted by the 
correspondents of newspapers printed in 
Manila, which reach the enemy quickly, 
th a t they were perm itted to publish 
statem ents sim ilar to those which the 
correspondents were forbidden to cable. 
It was made clear to General Otis that 
the objection was to system, not to cen­ 
sor. 
General Otis finally promised a 
greater liberality agreeing to pass all 
m atter th at he m ight consider not de- 
trim entral to the United States. 
Gen­ 
eral Otis appointed Captain Green, of 
his Blaff, the censor. 
The statem ent of 
the correspondents is as follows, 
The undersigned, being all staff cor­ 
respondents of American newspapers 
stationed in Manila, unite on the fol­ 
lowing statem ent: 
“ We believe th a t owing to official 
dispatches from Manila, made public at 
W ashington, the people of the United 
States have not received correct im ­ 
pressions of the situation in the Philip­ 
pines, but th a t these dispatches have I 
presented an u ltra optomistic view th at 
is not shared by the general officers in 
the field. 
“W e believe the dispatches incor­ 
rectly represent the existing conditions 
among the Philippines in respect to 
dissension and dem oralisation resulting 
from the American campaign, 
and to 
the brigand character of their arms. 
“W e believe the dispatches are in the 
declaration th a t the situation is well in 
hand and assum ption th at the insurrec­ 
tion can be speedily ended w ithout 
increased force. 
“ We think the tenacity of the Filipi­ 
nos’ purpose has been underestim ated 
th a t the statem ents are unfounded 
th a t volunteers are willing to engage in 
further service. 
The censorship has 
compelled us to participate in this mis­ 
representation by excising or altering 
uncontioverted statem ents of facts on 
the plea, as G eneral Otis stated, that 
they would alarm the people a t home.

The Hon. Mrs. George 
Edgcumbe 
who has Just died at Florence, was the 
daughter of Sir John Shelley of M ans­ 
field Park, and nearly related to those 
other Sussex Shelleys of whom the 
poet was one, says the W estm inster 
Gazette. 
She was the heroine of that 
touching little scene commemorated 
by Sir W alter him self In his "‘Diary’* 
for May, 1828: 
The London season 
was at Its height, and Sir W alter was 
enjoying his full share of what he 
calls Its “ busy 
Idleness." 
He 
had 
breakfasted early, as was his wont— 
with 
th at “ good fellow" Richardson, 
had given Chantrey another sitting for 
his bust, and had gone to a second 
breakfast in Chester square, as 
the 
guest of I-ady Shelley. 
In the bril­ 
liant company assembled to meet him 
a young lady, the daughter of his host­ 
ess. asked him if she m ight hare a 
lock of his hair. 
“Too good-natured 
to refuse,” he allowed Miss Shelley to 
possess herself of 
the “thin white" 
keepsake, and gave her the kiss for 
which he had previously stipulated. 
Mrs. Edgeumbe would on occasions 
recall a visit she paid With her father. 
Sir John Shelley, in the ’20s to Abbots­ 
ford. One morning when, after break­ 
fast. Sir W alter had retired to his 
desk to add a chapter or two to "The 
Talism an,” Sir John appeared, radiant, 
from the Tweed, whence he had land­ 
ed a magnificent salmon. 
At once 
Sir W alter rose, “The Talism an" quite 
forgotten In what seemed the far more 
im portant task of weighing the sal­ 
mon, for which the whole party (Miss 
Shelley being one) descended to the 
kitchen—Sir 
W alter 
adjusting 
the 
scales and noting the weight with a 
dignified 
solemnity the 
young lady 
never forgot. 
Equally characteristic 
and memorable were her recollections 
of the delightful evenings at Abbots­ 
ford, when the great poet and roman- 
clst would 
unbend in the simplest 
fashion, illustrating 
shrewd rem ark 
with apt, picturesques anecdote. 
On the morning of the departure of 
the Shelleys, Sir W alter conducted his 
young friend into the library, and, 
after some invaluable hints as to read­ 
ing, in which history and romance had 
each their proper part assigned them, 
he took down a translation of "Ivan­ 
hoe" into Italian, and having inscribed 
her name in the book, presented it to 
her. 
This she always kept, as a re­ 
membrance of the conversation that 
led up to the gift, and it was her 
pleasure and delight in after years to 
watch the influence of 
the mighty 
author on contem porary literature. 


SUBWAYS IN EUROPE. 


W ith this century’s close has come 
a revival of the tendency to dig below 
ground. A few decades ago there were 
no long burrowing tunnels under Lon­ 
don except the wine cellars on the 
river’s edge, where for centuries they 
had existed, railes in length. 
To-day 
as much traffic goes on under as above 
the streets. 
It is feared big buildings 
may collapse as a result of the tunnel­ 
ing. 


No one knows the extent of under­ 
ground Paris. 
There are constantly 
being found subways and tunnels, the 
existence of which was not known,and 
subterranean vaults and passages are 
met with whenever ex- .ivation takes 
place. 
These long passages are 
of 
great use to burglars and criminals, 
who know their 
extent 
and 
profit 
thereby. 


Rome is cut up 
underneath 
like 
Paris. 
These subterranean passages 
were in existence in the earliest days 
of the C hristian era, but were closed 
and forgotten till the seventeenth cen­ 
tury, when they were discovered. 
No 
one knows their extent, though they 
may measure easily 1,000 miles.
